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Japan Tells 

Indonesia It 

Won't Accept 
Sea Claim 


Japan yesterday lodged a 
protest with Indonesia against 
the latter's territorial waters 
claim, branded unacceptable 
from the standpoint of interna- 
tional law. 

The protest was made to 
Iskandar Ishaq, Indonesian 
Consul General in Japan, by 
Foreign Vice Minister Katsumi 
Ohno. 

Indonesia claimed on Dec. 13 
that thousands of miles of 
ocean connecting the archi- 
pélago’s 3,000 islands were its 
territorial waters. 

Ono said in his note that 
Japan could not recognize the 
Indonesian claim and, accord- 
ingly, Japan would oppose any 
Indonesian action to restrict the 
navigation of Japanese air and 
sea craft in the region, 

The Foreign Office said that 
the Japanese protest had noth 
ing to do with the present poli- 
tical strife between Indonesia 
and the Netherlands. 

No connection was seen elther 
between the territorial waters 
problem and the pending rep 
arations agreement between 
Japan and Indonesia. 


On Reparations 

Foreign Minister Ajichiro Fuji- 
yarna told a press conference 
yesterday that Japan may sup- 
ply consumer goods as part of 
her reparations payment to 
Indonesia, 

Japan has so far followed the 
general principle to implement 
the war indemnity arrange- 
ments by supplying capital 
goods and service to Burma 
and the Philippines, 

Fujiyama made the statement 
in connection with a recent 
Indonesian request that a part 
of reparations be paid in con- 
sumer goods to be used to en- 
courage the recovery of econom- 
ic activity in that country. 

The Government at its lar 
Cabinet session yesterday form- 
ri named Fujiyama as head of 

Japanese delegation to 
Jakarta to sign the Japan-Indo- 
néesia reparations pact and the 
peace treaty, = 

Fujiyama will leave Tokyo 
for the Indonesian capital Fri- 
day. The signing of the docu- 
ments is expected to be held 
about Jan. 20, 

Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi will act as Foreign Minis- 
ter while Fujiyama is away 
from Japan, 


‘3 Ships Suitable 

Only three of the some 29 
vessels which Japanese shipping 
firms have offered to lease to 
Indonesia have been found 
suitable by the Indonesian Gov- 
ernment. 

This was revealed in a reply 
made Monday to the Japanese 
caretaker committee on the 
charter ing of ships to Indonesia 
by S. E. Haznam, Indonesian 
Government representative now 
visiting Japan. 

The reply was made in con- 
nection with a list forwarded to 
Haznam recently by the care 
er comnittee which indi 
that 15 Japanese shipping fifms 
were willing to lease 29 vessels 
aggregating 99,962 deadweight 
tons to Indonesia. 

The reply said that only three 
ships fully met Indonesia's 
demands. It added that Indo 
nesia was seeking double-deck- 
ed vessels which could ac- 
commodate both passengers and

Indonesians said the 
charter fees proposed by the 
Ja se shipowners were a 
little too high. 

It said Indonesia wanted to 
lease the ships at a price of 
some 35 shillings per ton while 
the Japanese shipowners were 
demanding some 70 shillings,

This was announced. by 
Osamu Itagaki, chief of the 
Asian Affairs Bureau of the For- 
eign Office, at his meeting with 
ROK Minister Yiu Taji Ha. They 
heid the second of a series of 
technical-level negotiations de- 
signed to implement the mutual 
release accord of Dec, 31. 


Itagaki said all Koreans to be 
Sunday guarantors 
east of Hiroshima.

also distiosed that a second 
group of about 70 Koreans 
would be released Jan. 22. 


Itagaki said Japan would de-

Japan's export drive effort 
should be consummated through 
a shift in emphasis from quanti- 
ty to quality. Such a shift im- 
peratively demands the produc- 
tion of original vommercial de- 
signs. 

There is a worldwide trend to- 
ward selling original designs. I 
discovered this 
during my 
threemonth 
world tour from 
which I return- 
ed in December. 

Clearly, then, 
there is a need 
for Japan to 
evolve a clear- 
cut policy on 
commercial de- 
signs, Hitherto 
Japanese indus- 


Nomachi 
try was inclined to copy foreign 


designs. . This will not do, To- 
day's competition in commerce is 
competition in designs. [It is 
time. Japanese manufacturers 
change their ideas completely 
and begin turning out original 
designs of their own. 

Admittedly, Japanese industry 
has heen making an organized 
effort to produce new designs 
and conducting systematic sur- 
yevys to that end. Yet my re- 
cent overseas tour made me re- 
alize that Japan, though leading 
Manchester in quantitative com- 
petition, is beaten in design 
competition. 

There can be no more design

plagiariams by the Japanese. 
For one thing, Japanese indus- 
try is exercising due self-re- 
straint against design copying. 
As for textiles, the possibility of 
design piracy in Japan is more 
remote, because all designs are 
checked by the Japan Textile 
Color Design Center, 


But what is really necessary 
is not the negative matter of 
precluding design imitation but 
the more positive matter of turn- 
ing out new designs of our own 
resources, 


Japan, more than any other 
nation, should try and produce

motifs. More energy 
should be put into researches 
and surveys to that end. 

Such researches and surveys 
should include the. training of 
designers, the. surveying of 
foreign markets and the study 
of the languages, religions.

Tories Agree 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi and the leaders of the 
Government and ruling Liberal- 
Democratic Party affirmed yes 
terday that they should con- 
centrate efforts on compiling 
the budget for the fiscal 1955, 
dispelling major grounds for 
persistent rumors that the 
House of Representatives would 
be dissolved in January, 

Kishi met with Deputy Prime 
Minister Mitsujiro Ishii; Bambo- 
ku Ohno, vice president of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party, and 
Economic Pianning Agency 
Director Ichiro Kono and con 
curred that the budget should 
be submitted to the Diet before 
elections. 

He refrained from making 
any commitment, however, 
when Ohno and Kono proposed 
a September dissolution of the 
Diet. 

Ishii, Ohno and Kono met 
Monday night at a restaurant in 
Akasaka and agreed to insist 
on a September dissolution. 

Informed sources said it 
would be difficult for Kishi to 
disband the Lower House in 
January now that the Deputy 
Prime Minister and vice presi- 
dent of the Government Party 
combined forces against a Janu- 
ary dissolution. However, they 
did not completely rule out the 
possibility of a dissolution in 
late January. 

The same sources expected Ki- 
shi would make some reference 
to the issue at the end of this 
week. 

The Socialist Party for. its 
part held a top-level conference 
yesterday and decided to cam- 
paign for a dissolution in Jan- 
uary. 

They agreed to pass out a mil- 
lion leaflets throughout the 
country to stir up election 
fervor and make full use of the 
budget issue to impress the 
public why an election should 
be called at once. 

A resolution calling for a Diet 
dissolution is scheduled to be 
presented by the Socialists .to 
the Lower House Jan. 27, 


ILO Won't ‘Force’ 
Treaties on Gov't 


Luis Alvarado, deputy secre- 
tary generai of the International 
Labor Organization, told Labor 
Minister Hirohide Ishida yester- 
day that the ILO will not press 
the Japanese Government into 


accepting international labor 
treaties. 
Aivarado, who arrived in 


Japan last Saturday at the invi- 
tation of the FLO Committee of 
the Japan Federation of Em- 
ployers Associations (Nikkei- 
ren), paid a courtesy call on 
Ishida at the Labor Ministry yes- 
terday. 
The Labor Minister said -he 
would like to cooperate with 
ILO activities but hoped to 
make judgements on whether to 
ratify international labor con- 
ventions on the basis of the 
“special national conditions” of 
this country, 
Alvarado replied that the ILO 
had no intention of forcing such 
agreements on the Japanese 
Government, 
Alvarado also said the ILO 
would consider holding a gen- 
eral meeting in Japan. 
Alvarado is scheduled to re- 
turn home Friday after meeting 
representatives of the Nikkeiren, 
General Council of Japan Trade 
Unions and the Japan Trade 
Union Congress tomorrow.

Raise Budget 
¥ 270 Billion, 
Tories Urge 


The leadership of the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party yes 
terday stunned tight-fisted Fi- 
nance Ministry officials with a 
demand that the budget for the 
next fiscal year be increased by 
another ¥270,000 million. 

This demand may torpedo the 
Government's plan to decide on 
its budget draft at an extraor- 
dinary meeting scheduled for 
Saturday, Prime Minister No- 
busuke Kishi, however, yester- 
day went ahead on the assump 
tion that the tough budget ne- 
gotiations will be over this week 
and pleaded with Takeo Miki, 
chairman of the party's Policy 
Board, to enlist the party’s aid 
in meeting the Saturday dead- 
line, 

The Finance Ministry’s draft 
budget, submitted one week ago, 
called for a budget framework 
of ¥1,312,134,000,000—an in- 
crease in itself by 15 per cent 
over the budget for the current 
fiscal year expiring March 31, 

The Prime Minister admitted 
at yesterday’s meeting with 
Miki that he was fully aware 
of the party’s dissatisfaction 
with the Finance Ministry's 
budget plan. 

Liberal-Democratiec leaders in- 
cluding secretary general Bho 
jiro Kawashima, Executive 
Board chairman Eisaku Sato 
and Miki met yesterday and 
decided on ways of demanding 
restoration of appropriations 
slashed by the Finance Minis- 
try. 

The three party leaders have 
been entrusted with the task 
of negotiating with the Fin- 
ance Ministry for restoration of 
the expenditure estimates slash- 


According to a decfsion made 
by the party’s Policy Board 
yesterday, the amount which 
the party will ask the Finance 
Ministry to restore totals ¥270U,- 


The sum is so big that the 
negotiations with the Finance 
Ministry is expected to be 
focused on attempts to reach 
a compromise with the ministry 
by reducing the amount. 

Earlier in the morning, Miki 
visited Kishi at his private 
residence to confer on the 
budget. Kishi told Miki that he 
wished to lay emphasis on social 
security, education, road im- 
provement and promotion of 
science and technology, which 
were among the key policies of 
the party. 

Meanwhile, at yesterday's 
Cabinet meeting ministers con- 
tinued to let off steam over the 
Finance Ministry's draft budget, 
which they charged showed lit- 
tle concern for the demands of 
their respective ministries, 

Under the circumstances, the 
negotiations between the Fi- 
nance Ministry on the one hand 
and. the  Liberal-Democratic 
Party and the various ministries 
on the other hand are expected 
to be very difficult unless the 
Finance Ministry makes drastic 
concessions. 

Informed sources said yester- 
day that it might be impossible 
for the Government to decide on 
its draft budget by Saturday,

Most vehicles were permitted 
to proceed. Others were driven 
off by the rebels and burned, 
and some passengers taken 
prisoner, 


Simultaneously, rebel units 
attacked passenger trains, held 
up buses bound for Havana or 
Santiago de Cuba, raided and 
burned rice mills and sugar 
cane fields. 

Dispatches from Manzanillo, 
said rebels had “flowed” upon 
the road leading into the city, 
and “the roads in this zone are 


practically dominated by 
Castro’s forces.” 
Informants in Manzanillo 


added that at some points re- 
bels were within five minutes 
of the heart of the city. 


Cuban army headquarters in 
Oriente and Havana maintained 
silence on developments in the 
Manzanillo area.

Japan, U.K. 
Set Date for 
Trade Talks 


Japan and Britain will open 
talks on new trade arrange- 
ments between the two coun- 
tries in London Feb, 10, the 
Japanese Foreign Office § an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The new arrangements will 
cover a one-year period starting 
April. The existing arrange- 
ments will expire at the end of 
March, 

Japan will send a delegation 
comprising officials from various 
Government agencies concern- 
ed, including the Foreign Office 
and the Ministry of Interna: 
tional Trade and Industry. 

The delegation, according to 
Foreign Office sources, will 
seek to correct the present 
trade imbalance by increasing 
exports to Britain, According 
to the present arrangements, 
Japan's export goal is £26 
million, Britain’s is £32 million. 

The delegation will ask for 
an expansion of the Japanese 
canned salmon export frame- 
work from the present £5 mil- 
lion to £7,500,000, 

Britain, on the other hand, 
the sources said, is expected to 
demand an increase in its ex- 
ports of oil, automobiles, ma- 
chinery and home electric ap- 
pliances, 


India Will Get 
¥5,000 Million Loan 


The Government yesterday 
fixed a yen loan to be advanced 
to India for the coming fiscal 
year at ¥5,000. million. 

This is the first of the yen 
loans to be extended totaling 
¥18,000 million ($50 million),

In Kyoto a landlord has made 
up his mind to end “all his 
trouble” by selling 11 of his ten- 
ant-houses for a song.

The box is about 4 inches 
across and has four brass an- 
tennas around it. The enter- 
prising company has already 
protected the design of the new 
product against piracy by ap- 
plying for registration of the 
design and getting an official 
notice of the acceptance of the 
application,

Export of Japanese Publications 
Now Being Made to 70 Countries 


The export of Japanese pub 
lished articles has been cor 
ducted chiefly to satisfy the de- 
mand of Japanese residents in 
foreign countries. 

The export volume was 
Steadily expanding before the 
War, but the real auvance came 
after the war primarily because 
former Japan-held overseas 
territories such. as Okinawa, 
South Korea and Taiwan emersg- 
ed as new markets for Japanese 
publications. 

Reflecting the rising en- 
thusiagm in Europe and the 
US. to learn about Japanese 
culture, a steady increase is 
noted In the export to these 
areas, 

As Japan relies heavily on 
export trade, for her economic 
survival, the export of books 
and magazines began drawing 
public attention because of the 
hopeful gains in both export 
Value and volume, 

No authentic statistics are 
available at present as to how 
many Japanese books and 
magazines are exported. How- 
ever, it is roughly estimated 
that in 1956 the export was for 
magazines, 2,600,000 copies; 
books, 1,500,000 copies and text- 


About 10 bibliographies of 
Western language books on Ja- 
pan have been published in Ja 
pan and abroad. Of these, the 
nywst comprehensive, if not up- 
todiate, are Friedrich von 
Wenckatern’s “A Bibliography 
of the Japanese Empire,” three 
volumes (1859-1906) and his 
successor Oskar Nachod’s works 
of the same ttle, six volumes 
(1906-1937). 

But the most uptodate and 
handy are Katsuji Yabuki's 
“Japan Bibliographic Annual,” 
two volumes, published by the 
Hokuseldo Press, Tokyo, in 1956 
amd 1057. These two volumes 
list in all over 4,000 English 
language books on Japan that 
have been published in all parts 
of the world during the last 300 
years, phis about 1,000 titles of 
articles that have appeared in 
the English language periodicals 
put out in postwar Japan. The 
second volume supplements but 
does not replace the first 
volume, and its index covers the 
two volumes. 


Less up-to-date but quite help- 
ful is “A Select List of Books 
and Articles on Japan in Eng- 
lish French and German,” com- 

lied by Hugh Borton, Serge 
Plisseetf William W. Lockwood 


and John C. Pelzel and publish- 


ed by the Harvard University 
Press in 1954. This bibliography 
list 1,781 books and articies. 
For the student of Christi- 
anity in Japan, “Kirishitan 
Bunko: A Manual of Books and 
Documents on the Early Chrt- 
stian Mission in Japan” is highly 
recommendable. It was publi 
shed last year by the Sophia 
University, Tokyo, and its con 
iler is Prof. Johannes Laures, 
5S. J. In this new bibliography 
special reference is made to the 
principal libraries tn Japan and 
more particularly to the collec- 
tion at Sophia University, and 
the ee contains ancient 
maps of the Far East, especially 
Japan. 
he Japan PEN Club pubil- 
shed in September last year 
a comprehensive bibliography 
entitied “Japanese Literature 
in European Language.” No less 
helpful is Don Brown's “Japa- 
nese Literature in English 
1955-56," which contains detail- 
ed notes concerning the entries

The future is bright for ex- 
port of publications, and it is ex- 
pected the overseas market will 
be expanded as more Japanese 
goods in general are sold abroad.

McEwen said Tuesday. that 
he was satisfied with the result 
of McCarthy’s inquiry and 
would accept a recommendation 
that no emergency action be

The possibility of damage was 
investigated by McCarthy after 
the Australian industry had ask- 
ed for emergency action against 
imports from Japan. 

McCarthy's inquiries showed 
that the maximum potential im- 
ports from all sources for the 
current trade year would not be 
more than 5 per cent of the 
total Australian demand and 
that Japan would supply only 
one-fifth of this small import 
quota. 

Last year tmporte from all 
sources of knitted outwear were 
worth 402,000 Australian pounds 
of which Japan supplied the 
negligible quota of only 70 
pounds. For the current year 
the total value of imports was 
estimated at 826,000 pounds of 
which imports from Japan 
would total 142,000.

The total loans accepted in- 
cluded 15 export financing loans 
(¥5,741 million), one import fin- 
ancing loan (¥18 million) and 
three overseas investment fin- 
ancing loans (¥551 million). 
Of the export financing loans, 
seven loans totaling ¥4,267 mil- 
lion coneerned the ex of 
shipping bottoms to Panama 
and Liberia, four loans or ¥472 
million for the export of rolling 
stock to Taiwan, Peru, Bolivia 
and Chile, and one loan or ¥212 
million for the export of iron 
and steel goods to Argentina. 
The overseas investment fin- 
ancing loans involved construc- 
tion of a joint-managed, wor- 
sted-yarn plant in Brazil by the 
Kurashiki Spinning Co., Kane- 
matsu Woolen Mills and the 
Toyo Menka Kaisha.

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7 The Naha Election 

The election of the leftist candidate, Mr. Saichi Ka- 
neshi, as mayor of Naha, the capital of Okinawa, must not 
be taken as indicating that the people of Okinawa have sud- 
denly gone over to communism or even to extreme socia- 


list policies. 


Rather does it indicate that dissatisfaction in Okinawa 
over the removal from office of Mayor Kamejiro Senaga 
last November went deeper than was generally supposed 
at the time, and this, together with the difficult land ques- 
tion and the continued separation of Okinawa from Japan 
Proper has led many Okinawans to question American poli- 


cies in the islands. 


As this paper pointed out at the time of Mr. Senaga’s 
removal, there are grounds for believing that the best solu- 
tion to the various issues at stake would be for the United 
States to hand the Ryukyus back to Japan on the condition 
that sufficient land for military purposes was made avail- 
able to the American forces during the period the big base 
was needed for defense purposes. 

That, we believe, is what the best minds in both Japan 
and Okinawa would like, and it could remove a possible 
bone of contention between the Japanese people as a whole 


and the United States. 


But so long as the American Gov- 


ernment does not take this view, we believe every effort 
should be made toward wise collaboration between Japan, 
the United States and the isiand people in Ryukyuan 


affairs. 


The election of Mr. Kaneshi to the Naha mayoralty 
will almost certainly lead to increased political conscious- 
ness on the part of the Okinawan people, and this may 
wear o seemingly leftist dress for some time to come, but 
we hope there will be no spread of anti-American feeling. 

It has to be freely acknowledged that the Americans 
have done a great deal for the islands and have spent 
several hundred million dollars on necessary works. While 
the islanders cannot be blind to this, it is clear that they 
value their own traditional ways of living, their close con- 
nection with Japan Proper and their concepts of democra- 


tie rule. 


So far as the American military administration is con- 
eerned, we hope they will take full cognizance of these 
factors in’a psychologically delicate situation. But it must 
niso be recognized that the Americans have the legal right

Military Ranks 
To the Editor: 

The writer of this letter is 
a movie fan and greatly appre- 
ciliates the entertainment furn- 
ished by the distributors and 
theaters. 

However, it should be noted 
that although usually an excel- 
lent job of translating the Eng- 
lish dialogue into Japanese sub- 
titles is done by the respon- 
sible parties, there is invari- 
able confusion and error in the 
transiation of military ranks. 
To clarify the matter further, 
the types of errors are those 
which make second lieutenants 
into first lieutenants, lieute- 
nant commanders into com- 
manders and naval lieutenants 
into lieutenants j.g. (Ranks list- 
ed here are those used by U.S. 
Forces). 

To give a specific case of an 
error in the translation of rank, 
that of the movie “The Bridge 
on the River Kwai’ is the 
latest. The rank of Lt. Col. 
Nicholson, commander of the 
British battalion of prisoners, 
is translated as “taisa” which 
in Japanese has the meaning 
of “colonel.” Actually, the 
word “chusa” should be used 
to give the correct meaning of 
Jieutenant colonel. ‘This error 
on the part of the translators 
can be readily understood when 
one considers the fact that in 
the movie concerned the word 
“colonel” is used In addressing 
Lt. Col, Nicholson, 

It- is the humble opinion of 
the undersigned that greater 
eare should be taken in trans- 
lating correctly military ranks 
as they often have a great bear- 
ing on the general meaning and 
significance of a movie. For 
instance, in “The Bridge on the 
River Kwai” the Japanese camp 
commander Col, Saito is a full 
colonel which makes the Eng- 
lishman his inferior in military 
rank and obviously has a great 
bearing on the psychological 
aspects Involved; especially in 
the matter of Col. Saito’s loss 
of face,

Sleight of Hand

The Afro-Asian Solidarity 
Conference at Cairo was a clever 
piece of sleight of hand, for its 
promoters tried to pass it off as 
a conference of governments. 
They called the conference the 
successor to Bandung. In fact, 
it was a conference of represen- 
tatives of so-called Asian sol- 
idarity committees. These are 
self-appointed bodies, and in 
some countries they are entire- 
ly in Communist hands. 


The conference was paid for 
from start to finish by the Egyp- 
tian Government. About 350 
delegates. attended, so the cost 
must have been very large. 
Egypt did not make this finan- 
cial sacrifice without a purpose 
—it hoped to enlist the support 
of delegates for Egypt's own 
policies, | 

Delegates came from 40 coun- 
tries. But not all Asian and 
African countries accepted in- 
vitations even on the attractive 
financial terms offered by Egypt. 
Turkey and Pakistan ignored 
the invitation as did the Philip- 
pines, Liberia, Saudi Arabia and 
Cambodia. 

The conference took the form 
of skilful political . jugglery- 
From the first day the Commu- 
nist section gained control and 
its alm was to prove that com- 
munism was the natural ally 
of nationalism. It went even 
further, It tried to suggest that 
communism and true national- 
ism were identical, but it could 
not hide the fact that in much 
of Asia Communist parties are 
now trying by every means in 
their power to overthrow na- 
tionalist Governments,

just before the Cairo meeting. 
Mr. Ajidit, the Communist 
leader in Indonesia, had sent 
messages of encouragement to 
Chin Peng, the Communist 
leader in Malaya, who is 
defying the Malayan Govern- 
ment. Malaya is now sovereign 
and independent, and its Prime 
Minister, Tengku Abdul Rah- 
man, is the elected leader of 
his country. This makes ho

Communism, which proclaims 
itself an international move- 
ment, has no intention of 
treating nationalism as any- 
thing but a convenient Instru- 
ment. It will use nationalism 
for its own purposes, and when 
they are fulfilled will suppress 
it. That is why the Cairo con- 
ference was so bizarre. In the 
name of nationalism, extreme 
nationalists walked into the 
Communist trap. 


The conference was con- 
cerned with an onslaught 
against imperialism. The only 
Western imperialism on any 
scale which is left today in 
Asia is the domination by Rus- 
Sia of the center of the con- 
tinent. The British empire in 
Asia, the French empire in 
Asia are dead and buried, but 
Russia still rules in Bokhara, 
Samarkand and other famous 
centers of Moslem Central Asia. 
Not a single word was said 
about this at Cairo, 

Russia, the arch imperialist 
of the mid-20th century, was 
even invited to take part in the 
new Afro-Asian bureau, which 
the conference agreed to set up. 
No proof could have been more 
striking that the real aim of the 
conference was to promote com- 
munism. It was not to safe- 
guard nationalism, 

It is significant that as the 
conference developed and the 
Communists showed their hand, 
the enthusiasm of their Bgyp- 
tian hosts waned. In the 
genuinely nationalist news- 
papers the reports of the pro- 
ceedings were moved from the 
front to the back pages, and 
President Nasser did not make 
his expected speech. The rea- 
son was not announced, but it 
is not hard to guess what it 
was, 

By nationalists, the con- 
ference was intended as a mar- 
riage of convenience between 
nationalism and commrunism, 
But the Communists at Cairo 
showed that the marriage will 
be run exclusively for their own 
convenience. The nationalists

KAZUO YATSUGI 

“A political bully” and “a 
wire-puller of. the political and 
financial circles” are the names 
generally applied to Kazuo 
Yatsugi, 58-year-old native of 
Saga Prefecture, Kyushu. 

Although he is a well-known 
figure in politics and finance, 
political and fin- 
ancial leaders, - 
excluding his 
close friends, ap- 
parently know 
nothing in de- 
tail about him 
except that he 
is the standing 
director .of the 
Kokusaku Ken- 
kyu-kai, a pri- 
vate organ for 
research of na- 


Yatsugi 
tional policies. This is perhaps 
why he is called “a mysterious 
man,” 


The name of Kazuo Yatsugi 
came into the limelight upon 
the conclusion of the Japan- 
South Korean agreement on 
mutual release of detainees sign- 
ed Dec, 31 last year, 


An intimate friend of Deputy 
Prime Minister Mitsujiro Ishii, 
Yatsugi is also on friendly terms 
with Minister Yiu Tai Ha, Coun- 
sellor Choi Kyu Hah and other 
members of the Republic of Ko- 
rean Mission in Japan as to go 
out with them often at night to 
drink. In the past two years, 
he has been active through an 
unofficial channel in settling 
aye satin issues, 

‘ew persons know for sure 
how Yatsugi became acquainted 
with the ROK. Mission officials, 
The guess is that his friendly 
relations with Deputy Prime 
Minister Ishii and his patrio- 
tism, which apparently is at- 
tractive to the Koreans, made 
his access to ROK Minister Yiu 
easy. 

It is because of this patrio- 
tic trait and his natural liking 
for a mediatory role that he 
voluntarily offered his services 
to adjust Japan-ROK relations. 
The slow going of the Japan- 
ROK _s negotiations possibly 
made him impatient and spur- 
red him to volunteer for the 
mediatory job. 

An anti-bureaucrat, Yatsugi 
last spring was strongly criti- 
cal of the “ultra-bureaucra- 
tism” of the Foreign Office, par- 
ticularly of Toru Nakagawa, 
then director of the Asian Af- 
fairs Bureau, as a cause for the 
deadlocked Japan-ROK negotia- 
tions. The Foreign Office, in 
turn, tacitly criticized him say- 
ing that it was due to the ex- 
istence of an unofficial channel 


that the negotiations, after 
nearing solution, broke off 
again. 


Yatsugi, a man who has had 
only a primary school educa- 
tion, won his fame in prewar 
days as a mediator in such big 
labor disputes as those involy- 
ing Noda Shoyu (soy-bean 
sauce) Co. and the Nippon Gak- 
ki (musical instrument) Co. 

In 1937, Yatsugi established 
the Kokusaku Kenkyu-kal in 
cooperation with the late Hisa- 
shi Aso, a pioneer of the Japa- 
nese labor movement. During 
the war, he served in the de- 
funct Planning Agency of the 
Government and the defunct 
Imperial Rule Assistance Asso- 
ciation as a councillor. 

Yatsugi was purged from pub- 
lic office after the war. Later, in 
1953, he revived the Kokusaku 
Kenkyu-kai and became its 
standing director and concur 
rently its secretary general. 

The Kokusaku Kenkyu-kai, 
which has become well-known 
with the rising fame of Yatsugi, 
is, according to its publications, 
an organ “aimed at joining 
hands with various circles in 
Japan on the basis of democracy, 
seeking acquaintances widely 
from all over the world, carry- 
ing out an over-all research of 
domestic and foreign policies in 
an effort to establish fair and 
proper policies for guiding the 
people in the political and econo- 
mic fields, and promoting amity 
and cooperation among its mem- 
bers.” 

The list of directors of the 
Kokusaku Kenkyu-kai includes 
such prominent figures as Prime 
Minister Kishi, Deputy Prime 
Minister Ishii, Foreign Minister 
Alichiro Fujiyama, Secretary 
General Inejiro Asanuma of the 
Socialist Party, Governor. Sho- 
shiro Kudo of the Tomin Bank 
in Tokyo, and President Shiro 
Otagaki of the Kansai Electric 
Power Co,

The Labor Seene -

Conversation 


With Hosoya 


One of the most interesting 
and perceptive of the Japanese 
labor leaders js Matsuta Hosoya, 
the elder statesman of the 40,- 
000-member Shinsanbetsu (Na- 
tional Federation of Industrial 
Labor Organization) . 


Born in Yamagata Prefecture 
57 years ago, he first became 
active in the labor movement as 
a founding member of the Sea- 
men’s Union in 1920. By 1924 
he had become a full-time Sodo- 
mej (General Federation of 
Trade Unions) official in the To- 
kyo area. In 1928 he joined the 
Communist Party and subsequ- 
ently became one of the out- 
standing prewar C.P, trade uni- 
on figures; named as general 
secretary of Zenkyo, a party 
controlled trade union in 1929, 
toward the end of the same 
year he was arrested and impri- 
soned for seven years. Upon 
his release in 1956 some of his 
books and articles were publish- 
ed resulting in his rearrest and 
incarceration until 1940. 


During the war he retired 
from all trade union and poli- 
tical activities, immediately fol- 
lowing its end he returned to 
Tokyo at which time he rejoin- 
ed the Communist Party and be- 
came the central figure in the 
establishment of Sambetsu (Con- 
gress of Industrial Labor Uni- 
ons). Hosoya held the posi- 
tion of deputy secretary general 
of Sanbetsu as well as chief of 
all Communist Party trade uni- 
on fractions and cells. 


Hosoya states that from the 
outset he found himself in 
growing disagreement with the 
party policy of seeking to make 
Sanbetsu subservient to C.P. 
control and direction. This led 
to a Clash with the late Kyuichi 
Tokuda, party secretary general 
with Hosoya insisting that a 
trade union must remain free 
and independent of the control 
or domination of any political 
party. At the end of 1947 he 
was expelled from the Commu- 
nist Party. 

Together with a number of 
Sanbetsu leaders Hosoya_ or- 
ganized the now famous Demo- 
cratization League (Mindo) 
which, as its inaugural state- 
ment put it, was established “to 
exclude fraction activities of 
the Japan Communist Party 
within Sanbetsu and to make 
the congress a sound labor or- 
ganization which truly exists 
for the sake of its members.” 

The establishment of the 
Mindo movement spelled the 
eventual deciine of both the 
Communist Party and Sanbetsu, 
In 1949 Hosoya and his follow- 
ers seceded and established the 
Shinsanbetsu. 

Today the Shinsanbetsu 
serves as a “middle of the 
road” tendency with Sohyo on 
the left and Zenro (Japan 


*-Trade Union Congress) on the 


right. While relatively small 
in numbers, the organization 
has a high prestige among 


most trade unions, the writings 
and opinions of Shinsanbetsu 
leaders such as Hosoya are 
widely read. 

The following, in summary 
form, are some of Matsuta Ho- 
soya’s comments on the contem- 
porary labor scene: 

During the prewar era police 
suppression and severe employ- 
er-government antilabor _ poli- 
cies forced unions to become 
overly ideological and political, 
the numerous trade union splits 
largely reflected political con- 
flicts among the left wing 
groups. Since the end of the 
war unions have been estab- 
lished on the basis of including 
everyone regardless of political 
beliefs. Nevertheless, in a mo- 
dified form, the ideological con- 
filets have ccntinued as evi- 
denced by the separate existence 
of such organizations as Sohyo, 
Zenro and Shinsanbetsu. 

The contemporary labor 
movement has not yet develop- 
ed an independent, welil-ground- 
ed outlook, it tends to be un- 
stable, Consequently some 
unions are easily influenced by 
the Communist «- dominated 
World Federation of Trade 
Unions while others who are 
members of the non-Communist 
International Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions are not so 
wholeheartedly but have join- 


ed, having been swayed by the 
then current trends. 

There is no fundamental rea- 
son for the continuing division 
of the Japanese labor movement 
between Sohyo, Zenro, Shinsan- 
betsu and the independents, Al 
though Japanese unions are 
often considered by foreigners 
to be given to an excessive ide- 
ological bent, the so-called ide- 
ological differences are more a 
matter of temperament rather 
than the result of a systematic 
theoretical point of view, 

The-most important obstacle 
to labor unity is Sohyo. His- 
torically the left-most tendency 
within the labor movement takes 
the leadership, continuing in an 
ever-leftward tendency until 
some form of resistance (inter- 
nal discord, employers, govern- 
ment opposition, ete.) occurs 
which inevitably results In splits 
and secessions. The seceding 
movemem, starting out from a 
more moderate point of view, 
once again, tends in a leftward 
direction, repeating the experi- 
ence of its predecessor. This is 
a regular cycle which is charac- 
teristic of the evolution of the 
Japanese labor movement. 

If Sohyo is forced to under- 
go any further jolting experi- 
ences such as those that have 
recently occurred to several of 
its major affiliates (Railway and 
Steel Workers Unions), this may 
result in better prospects for 
unity between Zenro and Sohyo. 
Hosoya added that if Sohyo’s 
present policies, which bear a 
certain resemblance to those 
ab meng by the ill-fated San- 

tsu, are continued, then Sohyo 
will lose in influence and mem- 
bership while Zenro will be the 
beneficiary. 

It is his belief that Sohyo 
will probably be defeated by the 
Government and employers if it 
attempts to carry on without 
the cooperation of Zenro and the 
independent unions. Nonethe- 
less Sohyo does not now serious- 
ly seek cooperation and united 
action with other major labor 
groups. It is still “overpolitical” 
which weakens the economic 
struggles, 

Although the Sohyo. leader- 
ship is not Communist, their 
activities and outlook bear a 
certain similarity. For ¢x- 
ample, their stand on inter- 
national affairs resembles that 
of the Communist Party; they 
become excessively involved in 
extraneous political struggles 
such as the American air bases 
issue, the peace movements, 
etc. A Sohyo .campaign com- 
mences as an economic struggle 
and usually ends up as a con- 
flict with the authorities, 

Sohyo has ho body of ideas 
or points of view that are its 
own; it is merely sensitive 
to shifts and changes in public 
trends. For example, when it 
was first established in 1950, 
there was a general public 
feeling of pro-Americanism in 
vogue which was reflected in 
Sohyo's platform; . anti-Amer:- 
canism and pro-Russian senti- 
ment became the fashion 
several ae later and Sohyo’s 
leadership changed accordingly. 

The “scheduled struggles” 
tactic is largely copied from 
those employed by Sanbetsu. 
Due to favorable economic con- 
ditions it was possible for 
Sanbetsu during 1946-1948 
eel to carry out this tactic, 

t it is impossible to success- 
fully carry it out at the pres- 
sent time, Sohyo has recentiy 
proposed a united scheduled 
struggle with © Zenro = and 
Shinsanbetsu; Zenro has already 
refused and Shinsanbetsu will 
shortly also meke known its 
<ejection of this offer. 

In order to create the basis 
for labor unity it is therefore 
necessary for Sohyo to effect an 
extensive modification of its 
excessive emphasis on political 
rather than economic struggles,
